Thus forces it dow n­ 
ward. and when lightly released it 
revolves rapidly, extracting the juice 
in a m om ent.

looking affair, and is as easy to 
clean as a nordlnary glass reamer. 
And P. S. about orange juice. It 
should be strained always. Ilf people 
like the pulp, then the orange should 
be served in its skm, halved, to be 
eaten, pulp and juice. But orange 
juice a« a drink, to be enjoyable, 
should be free of these substances, 
just the clar, cold liquid.
